Although he believes that Mr, 
Edward N. Hurley will falfill the 
hopes of the United States and 
the Allies with respect to output 
of new tonnage if given a free’ 
hand and. fall sdministration 
support, Mr. Ford ia uaderatood 
to have recommended ' radical 
reforms in the shipping board’s 
methods and to haye given his 
cindid opinion. that actus] con- 
atraction will fall far abort of 
eetimated new tonnage if present 
methods are followed, 
» The Detroit manafactorer, sa 
stated recently, proposes to spply 
to shipbuilding ‘the methods cf 
atendardiestion employed in his 
automobile plant. His plans as 
outlined to the members of the 


board provide for the simple ez-
